A comfnittee to Investigate the charges 
brought by a number of choir boys against 
the Rev. A. W. Griffin, rector of St. Peter’s 
‘Episcopal church, was appointed yesterday 
in accordance with the canons of the church 
by Bishop Charles P. Andérson, The com- 
‘mittee held its preliminary meeting late in 
the afternoon, and will begin a searching in- 
vestigation of the accusations reflecting upon 
the .rector’s character az soon as the evidence 
can be prepared. This probably will be 
Thursday morning. 

The members of the committee are men of

hear fully all sides of the case. While the 
scope of the inquiry is not Known 4t present, 
it is believed that because of thanmature of the 
charges the main effort will be to establish 
their truth or falsity ahd that small attention 
will be paid to the menmer in which the 
charges originated except" insofar as that has 
to do directiy with their value as evidence. 


Boys to Testify Orally. 
Testimony of the boys who have made affi- 
davits against the rector will be presented 
orally, while as to the affidavits Attorney 
Heile refused to say whether they would bé 
introduced at all ornot. The Rev. Mr. Griffin, 
with Attorney Gregory, his couns¢i, and the 
various boys, with Attorney Heile, who will 
seek to draw out their testimony, 
only persons permitted to attend the sittings, 
with the possible exception of etenographers, 
to transcribe the record of the proceedings.

SOLONS CHASED FOR VOTE. 


Big Delegations from’ Home Districts 
Pursue Doubtful Ones. 


Indianapolis, Irid., 21.—[ Special. ]— 
One thousand temperance workérs of In- 
diana today assembled in the corridors of 
the statehouse and prayed for the passage 
of a county local option bill. The demon- 
stration was arranged By the Anti-Saloon 
league and those present included ministers, 
Sunday school teachers, and many women. 

Three cars brought the ministers from the 
Methodist conference at Shetbyville to the 
city and these went direct to the statehouse 
and took part in the exercises. Every dele- 
gation that came to the city marchdi to the 
governor's office and cheered the executive, 
who welcomed the workers with thanks for 
the interest they manifested in the bill. 

The meeting in the rotunda of the capitol 
was spectacular. All the workers present 
wore a piece of white ribbon pinned on the 
lapel of hie coat and on this was printed 
in large letters, ‘“‘ We want county local op- 
tion,” 

Several ministers spoke, explaining their 
presente and saying that they came because 
many brewers were at the head of a lobby 
to prevent the passage of the local option 
bill and it became the Christian duty for 
the men of the church to counteract such tn- 
fluence. 

Chase After Solons Heated. 

The meeting adjourned with the singing of 
“ America’ and the workers distributed 
themselves among senators and representa- 
tivea who are known to be opposed to the pill. 

Twenty or thirty workers would surround 
one legislator and ply him with questions so 
fast it bewildered him. Some of the mem thus 
corralled seemed anxious to get away, but 
they were met by other crowds of woriters 
and were forced to flee the statehouse. 

Among those asked to explain was Repre- 
sentative C. ©. Fleming, a democrat of Black- 
ford ecdunty. A Gelegation of twenty from 
Hartford City was the first to arrive. The 
members had a long wait before Pleming 
showed up, but they did not loge time when he 
appeared. Fleming was one of those whom 
the anti-ealoon league hed hoped to have 
with it, because of the carmpaign he has been 
making on his own temperance platform. 
However, he had let it be known he wouid 
stand by the democratic platform and vote 
against the county iocai option, 


Result of Lobby in Doubt. 
Another victim of the league's scheme was 
Representative Louls Stephens, a democrst 
from Madison county. There are two other 
representatives here from Madison count y— 
Behymer and McCullough, both democrits— | 
but they are given up as hopeless. 

Just what the immense and noisy ciowd 
from Cass county expected to do with 
Charles W. Kieckner, their representative, 
is not clear. He is one of the democrats who 
will vote against the county local option.

Wilbur Wright Eclipses His 
Own Records and Those 
of His Brother.

SOARS NEARLY 61 MILES. 


Thrilling Performance of One 
Hour and Half in France Wit- 
nessed by Thousands. 


’ 


LE MANS. Sept. 21.—1n the presence of the 
officials of the French Aero club of Sartha, 
the American ambassador, Henry White, a 
large number of aeroplane exper'ts and, a 
wildly cheering crowd nurmbering 10,000, Wil- 
bur Wright, the American aeroplanist, this 
afternoon accomplished a signal triumph. 
He captured the world’s record from his 
brother. Orville Wright, with an impressive 
flight in his machine of 1: 21:51, covering in 
that time nearly sixty-one miles. 

Owing to the recent accident at Fort Myer 
today’s trial for thé Michelin cup, for the 
greatest distance CoV ered by an aeroplane in 
1908, and the Aero club prize of $1,000 for the 
longest flight ove? an inclosed ground, at- 
tracted intense interest. 

Makes Three False Starts. 

Mr. Wright at first appeared nervous, and 
ill luck seemed to be pursuing him. The wind 
was too high in the morning to permit of a 
flight and when it fell at 4 o'clock this after- 
noon Wright made three false star(s owing 
to the oblique direction of the breeze and 
trouble experiented with the cradle. 

Finally, at 5:15, after the diréction of the 
starting rail had been changed to point in 
the teeth of the breeze, which was then 
blowing gently at about four miles an hour, 
the aviator got away nicely, sailing ma- 
jestically up the field. 

After rounding the upper turn Wright 
swept back to where the thousands were 
gathered, and began describing ellipses. 
Round and round he went with the regularity 
of clockwork and the steadiness of a rail- 
road train. The great crowd was at once 
delighted and amazed at the remarkable 
stability shown by the aeroplane. Wright 
at first manifested prudence, flying so low 


that he seemed almost to skim the earth, but 


on the thirteenth round he rose to sixty feet. 
Cheers greeted the picture and these were 
redoubled as he surpassed his own record 
and then his brother's. 

Spectacle Is Thrilling. 

In the gathering darkness the spectacle 
hecame thrilling. The aeroplane could no 
longer be seen at the farther end of the field; 
it appeared and disappeared in the gloom 
like a white phantom, but the sound of the 
churn of the propeliers told the multitude 
which had now grown frantic, that Wright 
was still inthe air. Matches were lighted to 
keep watch on the fleeting minutes and night 
had fallen when at the end of the'thirty-third 
round Wright shut off his motor and came 
lightly to the ground. 

With a cheer the crowd broke through the

vented’ from hoisting the American in tri- 
umph on their shoulders by charging cavalry. 


Ambassador Is Enthusiastic. 


Among the first to reach Mr. Wright’s side 
was Henry White, the American ambassador, 
who told the aeronaut of the keen pleasure 
he feit in witrmessing his victory. The am- 
Dassador said he knew he was expressing 
the sentiments of President Roosevelt and 
the entire American people in congratulating 
him. ‘ Other friends were equally enthust- 
Subsequently Ambassador White said 
he believed the American people should pre- 
sent a testimonial to the Wright brothers. 

“If Germany honors Zeppelin,” he asked. 
“why should not America honor the men 
who have opened a new page in the history 
of the world?" 

Mr. Wright said he had descended only 
because of darkness; he still had sufficient 
essence in the tank to last-an hour. 

Mr. Wright took his achievement with his 
usual modesty, but he said that he was espe- 
clally glad to have established a new world’s 
recoid for Orville’s sake. He denied the re- 
port that he does not intend hereafter to 
carry a passenger. 


PARIS WITHOUT PHONE SYSTEM 


Fire Breaks Off All Service in the City 
and Seriously Cripples All 
Business. 


PARIS, Sept. 21.—Paris is practically crip- 
pled commercially today as a result of the 
fire that last night destroyed the Central 
Telephone building. The postoffice building 
Was not destroyed. It was saved only by the 
untiring efforts of the firemen. 

The department of telephones is making 
great endeavors to arrange a temporary serv- 
ive, especially for the stock market. Com- 
munication was restored with London and 
Brussels from the bourse and postoffice to- 
night. 

The paralization of the system is causing 
tmmeasurable damage to the multitudinous 
business activities in Paris.

Manila Has Twenty:five New Cases. 


MANILA, Sept. 21.--Tie civil ¢ommigsion. 
summoned in special isepsion by Goy. Gen, 
Smith to deal with the epidemia of cholera, 
twenty-five new cases of which were reported 
between 6:30 this morning and 2:90 this after- 
noon, decided to order 30 menibers of the 
constabulary into the city:to assist the health 
inspectors in their campaign against the 
plague. The comstabulary was instructed to 
furnish an additional force if the situation 
demands their presence 

It was decided.to discourage, so far as 
possible, gatherings of the people and to 
refuse permits for flestag and like celebra- 
tions. Additional physicians and more 
nufses have volunteered for servi¢e and have 
gone to the cholera hospital, where equip- 
ment has been provided for 100 additional 
patients. Alfred McVeigh, a government 
employé, and Josefina Hell. an infant, were 
the only Americans reported attacked by the 
cholera yesterday. CC, A. Davis, who was 
numbered among the stricken on Saturday 
jast, is now discovered not to be suffering 
from the plague. 


» Cholera Suspect in Berlin. 
BERLIN, Sept. 21.—A case of suspected 
cholera has been isolated in‘ Virchow hos- 
pital. The wife of State !Counctihor Grigol- 
owsky arrived here from Peterhof five days 
ago. Today she showed syrmptome of chol- 
era and she and her husband were placed 
in cholera isolation huts as a precaution. 


PRECAUTIONS BY AMERICA. 
Washington, D. C., Sept: 21.—With cholera 
increasing both in the Philippines and in 
Russia the government authorities here are 
watching the situation abrpad with great in- 
terest. Extruordinary measures have been 
taken with a view to suppressing the out- 
break in the Philippines. 

Quapamsine officials at Lnited States ports 
have been put on their guard ang consular 
officers at Russian ports are making careful 
inspection. The consul géneral at St. Pet- 
ersburg has been asked tq advise this gov- 
ernment promptly of the situation and the 
state department has cabled consuls at ports 
where Russians leave to detain immigrants 
there five days in accordance withthe quar- 
antine rules, before leaving for this coun- 
try. An officer has been’ selected to pro- 
ceed to Libau to inspect vegsels leaving that 
important port.

forces in patrolling the forests. |‘ The gov- 
ernment is doing much to lessen forest fires 
by patrolling the national preserves, by gath- 
ering up the ‘ slashings,’ and by establishing 
fire lines) and paths, There is no national 
forest reserve in Michigan.” — 

Over $1,000,000 of Damage. 

* Roughly speaking,” said Mr, Sims, “I 
would say that over “As, 000 ,000 warth of tim- 
ber was burned in thé region that I visited 
and these fires occur year after year. Out- 
side of the burned districts the people have 
no conception of the damage and frequently 
never hear of the fires unless: some hamlet 
is burned, 

*In Michigan two interests are eontinually 
opposed tO each other/on the forestry ques- 
tion—the farmers and|the lumbermen. The 
farmers are not averse to the destruction 
of foresta by fires, for it makes the land 
more easily cleared. The farmer, indeed, 
takes secret delight in forest fires if his own 
4 property is not damaged. Great trees— 
maple, beéch, birch, and pine—that it would 


swept off the earth In an hour In a fire. 

‘ Wanton carelessness by the farmers and 
hunters !@ responsible for most of these 
fires, though engine sparks often cause 
them. There should be more care used in 
putting out abandoned camp fires.”

FIVE PROTESTS ARE ALLOWED. 


National Commission Throws Out Rest 
of Eighteen Claims for Mistakes in 
Drafting Minor League Players. 


Cincinnati, O., Sept. 21.—Only five of the eighteen 
minor league protests against the drafting of play - 
ere were allowed, according to @ finding of the na- 
tional baseball commission today. 

In calling attention to the matter, Secretary 
Farre!i of the national aspociation pointed out 
that. previous to Aug. 20 of this year, a number 
of minor league players were purchased by one 
m‘nct league club from another, and his office duly 
notified thereof; that on Sept. 1, and since that 
time ‘a number of these players were drafted by 
major league clubs from the mibor. league clubs 
that had sold the pleyers instead of from the 
minor league clubs that had purchased the plays. 
For that reason it wae claimed these drafts should 
be set aside. 

The’ protests allowed are the draft made by the 
Boston Nationals from the Paris [Ill.) club, of 
Inflelder Staley; New York Nationale from Savan- 
nah of Player Kieber: Cleveland from the Guif- 
port ¢iub of Player Lively; Cleveland from the 
Houston chub of Player Truesdale; and New York 
Amet‘cans from the Austin club of Catcher Killi- 
fer | 
In ali the other cages the drafts will stand. In 
most of these five cases draft is permitted from 
the clubs that purchased these plays. 

The claim of the 8t. Louis Natipnal league club 
against the Waterbury club, relative to Player 
O'Rourke, for whose return Waterbury Is to pay 
$750, ip allowed, and the Waterbury club will be 
given fifteen days’ additional time in which to 
settle this claim.

THE OKLAHOMA EXPERIMENT. 

In Sunday’s Tristne were published 
all the. important 'prdrisions of the Okla- 
homa bank act. Frqin them the reader 
can learn just haw the Oklaboma legis- 
lators have arranged for the) guaranteeing 
of deposits in banking instifutions which 
have state charters. 

Manifestly the men) who make detesits 
have not become contine ed as yet of the 
special advantages of the guaranty law. 
July 15 last there wis oret $36,000,000 
on deposit in the national banks and only 
$18,000,000 in state banks. ‘The national 
banks had $1,250,000 Jess in July than ‘n 
May, but that was berause the state and 
municipal deposits: had beem transferred 
to state institutions sp they might. make 
a better showing. The staté officials do 
not have supreme confidence in their own 
law. When they deposit state funds they 
require an indemnity bond for twice the 
sum. 

Mr. Bryan and other people as much 
given to making cocksure statements as 
himself have applauded the Oklahoma 
venture as a success. Ag yet it is neither 
a success nor a failure. It is an eéxperi- 
ment. A trial of ia few months deter- 
mines nothing. But the experiment ‘is one 
which those best qualified to form opin- 
ions which are of any value eye with dis- 
trust. 

The national! bankers of the state, as 
might be expected; are opposed to the 
guaranty plan. Soine ‘of them see. in it 
evidence of Bryanite hostility to the na- 
tional bank system. But the investiga- 
tion by THe Trisune has brought out 
the fact that the state tbankers, while ad- 
mitting that the measure may) be of tem- 
porary advantage to isfate | banks in 
smaller towns, view it: with more or less 
apprehension. 

Although the Oklahoma law has not 
been tested in the only State that is try- 
ing it, Mr. Bryan would straightway 
appiy it throughout the United States. 
He has the same passion for crude, Teck- 
less financial legislation that he had 
twelve years ago, though it has taken a 
less dangerous form now than it did then.

Three Sons Named Executors and Trus- 
tees of $2,000,000 Estate, ~ 


The widow and each of the five children of 
John V. Farwell, pioneer Chicago merchant 
who died recently, will receive about $800,- 
000, according to his will, which was pro- 
bated yesterday at Waukegan. Two gifts 
were made to charity, one o $2,000 a year for 
ten years and the other a fund of $50,000 to 
be maintained in perpetuity, both to the 
Moody Bible institute. The only other person 
to benefit by the will is Mr. Parwell’s sister, 
Mre. Louise F. Edson of Mangazsia, Cal., who 
ig to receive $500 a year for ten years. 

Mr. Farwell's three sons, John V. Jr., 
Francis C., and Arthur L., are appointed 
executors and trustees to hold the entire 
estate in trust for ten years. 

Concerning the bequest of §2,000 a year to 
the Moody Bible institute the will states: 

“I make this provision with the hope that 


work and because I believe it to be one ofthe 
best exponents of wnwectariah Christian 
work for the magses.”’ 

The other charity ip to be established by 
setting agide 500 of the common shares of the 
John V. Farwell company: of the par value 
of $50,000, the income to be used“ to pay the 
actual living expenses of men who shall be 
selected and sent out by the Moody Bible 
Institute for the purpose of holding uniom 
evangelical meetings within the United States 
of America.’’ The fund is to he known as the 
Moody evangelist fund and the men as Moody 
evangelists. 


Perpetuates Moody’s Name, 

“I do this,” the will reads, ** because T de- 
sire to perpetuate the name of Moody in con- 
nection with the work Ie loved sp well in his 
lifetime, and so that, though he thay be dead, 
he may yet speak and induce men in answer 
to gospel truth to say as Paul said, ‘ Lord, 
what will thou have mo do? ” 

The income to be paid to.each of the sons, 
daughters and the widow is left entirely 
to thé discretion of the trustees. At the end 
of tem years, or at any earlier time if the 
trustees and beneficiaries shal} decide upon it, 
the entire estate, estimated at $2,000,000, is 
to be divided among the widow, Mrs. Emeret 
C. Farwell, and the children, Abby Farwell 
Ferry, John V. Farwell Jr., Francis C. Par- 
well, Arthur L. Farwell, and Fanny Farwell 
Tutte. ‘ 

It is expressly provided, however, that sums 
of money or shares of stock given by Mr. Flar- 
well to any of his children prior to his death, 
certaim of, which are enumerated, shall he 
considered part of the estate and shall be 
credited against the share of the person who 
received them. 


Gifts Before His Death, 

Among the amounts so distributed are 500 
shares of stock of the John V, Farwell com- 
pany, of the par value of $50,000, given Jan. 
1, 1892, ta Mrs. Tuttle, and 500 more shares 
of the game value given Jan, 1, 1902; 1,000 
shares, Jan. 1, 1893, to Francis C. Farwell, 
and 1,000 shares Jan. 1, 1893, to Arthur' L. 
Farwell, The sums of money ddvanced to 
Mrs. Ferry are stated to go back to 1886 and 
are to be ascertained by reference to certain 
accounts. From the above facts it appears 
that John’ V. Farwell Jr. will have his share 
in the estate affected the least by benefits 
previously received.
